We  have  mure  than  once  in  these 
column*  recommence- 1  the  theatre  for 
'  weary  and  exhausted  brain* ;  and  in 
this  feverish  a"e  kLo  »-^'aj»es  the  ne¬ 
cessity  of  overdrafts  upon  nervous 
force  ?  Something  must  be  done  to 
stop  the  draft  and  i#ermit  dejsjHtta. 
We  have  found  few  means  as  acressi 
ble,  cheap  and  efficacious  as  the 
theatre,  and  have  urged  if  uj->n  the 
attention  of  our  overwrought  friends. 
W’e  are  {jlad  to  find  *»ur  »lvice  coin 
cides  with  the  views  of  ho  hi^h 
authority  as  Dr  William  A.  Hammond, 
who  writes  as  follows  in  a  recent  issue 
of  the  Mail  and  Express: 

“  According  to  my  exjteiience,  the 
most  efficacious  means  of  taking 
man  out  of  the  rut  into  wliicb  his  ex 
citing  work  htis  brought  him  is  the 
theatre. 

“  I  think  I  use  the  theatre  as  a  means 
of  treatment  quite  as  much  as  I  do 
the  drug-sh-  »p.  I  stu<  1  y  the  theatrical 
announcements  in  the  newspajtere 
every  morning,  feeling  sure  that 
shall  have  to  employ  the  knowledge 
thus  attained  many  times  during  the 
day  in  alleviating  the  mental  and  ner¬ 
vous  disorders  which  will  come  under 
my  notice.  I  try  to  find  plays  that 
will  either  make  my  patients  laugh  or 
will  set  up  a  train  of  thought  in  them 
very  different  from  that  in  which  they 
have  engaged  during  the  day.  For 
tunately  there  is  not  in  New  York  any 
dearth  of  plays  suitable  for  my  pur¬ 
poses,  and  the  effect  upon  the  man 
who  had  overworked  his  brain 
always  noticeable  and  is  sometimes 
wonderful.  He  is  for  two  or  three 
hours  taken  out  of  himself  as  it  were 
he  lives  in  a  new  world ;  other  inter' 
ests  are  brought  prominently  before 
him  and  engage  his  attention,  and  he 
goes  home  in  a  very  different  frai 
mind  from  that  which  was  pr 
when  he  left  his  place  of  business. 
Indeed  he  often  finds  it  difficult  to| 
take  up  his  many  schemes  for  amas¬ 
sing  wealth,  or  gratifying  bisauibition. 
His  mind  is  full  of  the  men  and  women 
who  have  appeared  before  him  on  the 
stage,  and  in  whose  actions  and  for 
tunes  he  hail  become  intensely  inter 
‘  ested." 

From  Florida  Again. 

A  letter  sent  to  us  from  Jackson¬ 
ville,  under  date  of  November  20th,  is 
as  follows : 

Editor  Bloomfield  Citizen: 

Although  a  resident  of  the  South 
for  many  years,  I  am  Jersey  man  by 
birth,  and  have  never  lost  my  interest 
in  the  affairs  of  my  native  state.  You 
can  imagine,  therefore,  with  what 
pleasure  I  looked  through  a  copy  of 
The  Citizen  which  a  traveler  from 
your  section  left  in  the  hotel  reading 
room. 

In  a  somewhat  lengthy  description 
of  a  trip  south,  by  one  of  your  corre¬ 
spondents,  the  writer  refers  to  the  fa¬ 
mous  “  Cherokee  ”  bananas,  and  it  is 
to  correct  some  natural  misapprehen 
sions  that  may  arise  in  the  minds  of 
your  readers  regarding  this  remark¬ 
able  fruit  that  I  ask  for  a  little  space 
in  your  columns. 

When  the  first  white  settlers  came 
into  this  part  of  the  country  the  fruit 
was  plentiful  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  State.  From  causes  to  be  given 
farther  on,  however,  it  is  now  about 
extinct.  There  is,  I  believe,  but  one 
tree  remaining  in  the  State,  and  that 
is  in  the  town  of  De  Land.  It  has  on 
it  only  a  very  fewr  bananas  and  after 
these  are  picked  the  tree  will  be  cut 
down.  I  have  secured  these  Chero 
kees  to  send  to  a  Florida  friend  who 
is  spending  the  wiuter  north,  as  a 
Christmas  reminder  of  the  land  of 
sunshine  and  flowers. 

The  fruit  was  noted  for  a  delight 
ful  aromatic  taste  and  fragrance, 
while  the  skin  was  highly  esteemed 
by  the  Indians  for  its  curative  projier- 
ties  in  the  case  of  bites  of  poisonous 
insects  and  serpents,  but  especially 
for  wounds  received  in  battle.  There 
is  reason  to  believe  that  the  Spaniards 
made  efforts  to  propagate  it  in  other 
sections  of  the  territory  under  their 
control,  having  learned  its  healing  vir¬ 
tues  from  the  all  too  friendly  natives, 
but  without  success. 

The  name  was  derived  from  a 
parasitic  growth  on  the  skin,  out  of 
which  some  one  with  an  imagination 
more  active  than  accurate  made  the 
word  “  Cherokee.”  The  name  once 
applied  stuck,  as  a  nick  name  will 
sometimes  follow  a  boy  through  life. 
Up  to  the  beginning  of  the  war  the 
fruit  was  comparatively  plentiful,  al 
though  even  then  the  supply  was 
growing  perceptibly  less.  After  “  the 
surrender,”  as  it  is  called  down  here, 
we  were  besieged  with  traveling 
agents  with  all  sorts  of  wares,  and  in 
self  defence  were  compelled  to  resort 
to  violence  to  protect  our  homes  and 
property  from  the  importunities  and 
attacks  of  these  men.  Many  blows 
were  given  and  received,  the  result  be¬ 
ing  an  unexampled  demand  for  an  al¬ 
ready  meagre  supply  of  the  healing 
Cherokee  banana  skin.  The  trees 
were  stripped  of  fruit,  leaves  and 
bark,  ami  finally  torn  up  by  the  roots, 
the  result  being  as  stated  in  the  be 
ginning  of  this  letter,  the  extinction 
of  the  fruit.  “  Quantum  muUtins  ab 
illo .”  This  quotation  is  from  Web¬ 
ster's  Dictionary.
